Kara  is  your  copy  of  my  price  list  of  Montana 
collected  native  plants.  Other  copies  ara  available  upon 
request  for  your  friends  interested  in  ’out  of  the  ordinary* 
plants.  Hote  my  low  prices  and  order  early  or  write  me  about 
any  item  that  interests  you. 

I  collect  seed  of  many  varieties  and  offer 
liberal  packages  at  25^  each. 

Hay  I  call  attention  to  our  dormant  plants  in 
cellophane?  Host  plants  may  be  transplanted  readily  en¬ 
ough  in  the  very  early  spring;  but  this  is  a  short  season. 
After  the  weather  begins  to  get  hot  many  alpines  are  diffi¬ 
cult.  Moving  wildings  dormant  is  the  alternative.  Dome 
plants  may  be  dried  to  brittleness  then  without  damage. 

Try  a  few  envelopes  and  perhaps  make  a  small  gift  to  a 
flower  loving  friend. 


A  number  of  plants  not  adapted  to  packing  dry 
in  cellophane  are  suitable  for  moving  in  the  late  summer  or 
fall.  I  offer  a  collection  of  100  or  more  native  plants 
and  will  ship  this  split  between  early  spring  and  late 
summer,  or  all  at  either  season.  These  collections  are 
intended  for  i.'ursery  and  Landscape  men  wno  are  not  fam¬ 
iliar  with  Hontana  plants;  but  wish  to  try  some,  and  for _ 
individuals  planting  new  gardens  and  desiring  a  number  of 
unusual  plants.  We  are  liberal  in  making  up  these  collect¬ 
ions  and  if  advised  as  to  the  types  of  plants  most  desired 
or  the  purposes  for  which  intended,  your  suggestions  will 
be  considered  while  packing. 


I  will  appreciate  and  try  to  merit  any  business 
you  may  be  able  to  turn  me  and  you  owe  it  to  your  self  to 
get  acquainted  with  Hontana* s  native  wild  flowers.
